League to Stay Open at Night 
To Be Ready in Any Emergency 


GENEVA, .Feb. 3 @®. —War 

against war advanced another 

| step tonight when the League of 
Nations decided never to ‘close. 

Henceforth, ‘secretaries will be 
on duty throughout the night and 
on Sundays, prepared’ to receive 
radios and telegrams, and instant- 
ly start in .motion the League’s 
peace machinery when any threat 
of war develops, or any country 
urgently appeals for intervention 
because of fear. of an outbreak of 
hostilities. . 

The secretaries on night service 
will in an emergency immediate- 
ly call the Secretary General. 

The plan is the outcome of Bul- 
garia’s appeal in the Greco-Bul- 
garian crisis two years ago. This 
arrived at night, when the secre- 
tariat was closed. The Council 
was able to be convoked without 
delay and prevent hostilities only 
because the night watchman took 
the: initiative and opened the ur- 
gent Bulgarian message.

BOMBAY,. Feb. 3.—In an. atmos- 
phere of organized hostility which 
has reached the’ boiling point in 
Madras and Calcutta and has led to 
loss. of life in the former. city, Sir 
John Simon. and his fellow-members 
of ‘the Statutory Commission’ ap- 
‘pointed. by Great Britain to investi- 
gate India’s fitness for extensjon of 
self-government arrived in Bémbay 
early this morning on the steamer 
P-walpindi. They left later for 
Delhi. 

‘In a short statement issued to the 
newspapers they announced that 
they would make it their business 
to remove the misapprehensions 
which existed regarding the work 
which the commission. has set out 
to do. 

The necessity of removing such 
my rehensions’’ is amply indi- 
de-| cated the hostile — tne 
here and in Calcutta, Madras,

SAN JUAN, Porto Rico, Feb. 3.— 
Today will. probably best be remem- 
bered by the thousands of school chil- 
dren of San Juan as their day with 
Charles A. Lindbergh. Much of the 
time and attention during the day 
were devoted. not only for Colonel 
Lindbergh to see the schools but for 
the children to see him. 

The children got a great ‘‘kick” 
out of it and Colonel Lindbergh 
stood up or waved to their many 
greetings. 

This afternoon more than ‘ 20,000 
people gathered on the sloping hill- 
side ovetlooking El Morro parade 
ground to watch 2,000 public school 


children go through mass calis- |: 


thenics and then pass in troops:in 
front of the elevated stand, where 
Colonel Lindbergh sat, to salute 
him. For each troop, the flier stood 
to-receive the salute and when. the 
exercises were finished the -whole 
throng stood while the Sixty-fifth: In- 
fantry Band played “The — 
gled Banner.’’ 

Tt was a most Pa sight, 
with. flags and school’ : flying 
on ‘tie field- where Spanish 
fought ‘and turned back the Dutch 
invasion more than thréé eetituries 
ago, while in, the background: stood 
El Morro with its four-centuries-old, 
graying, weathered walls.. Since the 
shells from Admiral Sampson’s fleet 
in 1898 flew over this field where the 
children performed, nothing more 
dangerous than a golf ball. has 
passed.

The children, all dressed in white, 
showed every evidence that. they 
knew they were performing before 
such a distinguished guest, and Colo- 
nel Lindbergh appeared equally to 
enjoy the display. It was the first 
time such a large demonstration had 
been undertaken for a visitor to 
Porto Rico.

ROME, Feb. 3.—The. progress of 
the. temperance struggle in Italy by 
the: Fascist Government is shown by 
a report of the activities of the police 
last, year, which reveals that the 
number of. wine shops was cut al- 
most in half in 1927. Almost 9,000 
licenses were withdrawn, reducing 
the number of wine shops from. 20,-

then it is difficult to see what sense 
his words’ could have.

PROTEST VOIGED BY CUBAN 


Dr. Ferrara; Assailing Idea of | Y= * 
Government Control, Urges Full 
Liberty to Cure All Evils. 


SWIFT — ON AGENDA 


Public Health and Economic Pro]- 
ects Approved—Hughes Eloquently 
Hails Red Cross Extension.

HAVANA, Feb. 3.—The sixth Pan- 
American —B— recorded prog- 
tress this afternoon when at a busi- 
ness plenary session it gave unani- 
mous consent to several projects of 
common interest to the republics of 

the Western Hemisphere. 

Important among these were recom- 
mendations for establishing schools 
for training physicians holding po- 
sitions in quarantine and other in- 
ternational public health work, and 
the creation of permanent national 
health services in all the American 
republics along the lines of the 
United States Public Health Service, 
although there was no specific men- 
tion of the United States in this 
connection. 

One of the recommendations called 
for the extension of Red Cross so- 
cieties throughout the Americas, 
and this brought from Charles E. 
Hughes, for the United States dele- 
gation, an eloquent tribute.to the 
work of. that organization. He re- 
ferred to these societies as minis- 
tering angels. ‘They deserved the 
support of the conference, he said, 
but they could not obtain that sup- 
port merely by passing resolutions. 

The appeal, he held, must be to the 
Governments represented in the 
conference. There were’ differences 
of opinion in the United States with 
respect to many matters, Mr. Hughes 
pointed out, but for the Red Cross 
there was the unanimous sentiment 
of 120,000,000 people. 

These remarks drew applause from 
_ delegates and the spectators in the 
galleries. Mr. Hughes’spoke in Eng- 
lish and what he said was interpreted 
into Spanish by Benjamin Cohen, in- 
terpreter of the United States dele- 
gation. 


Proposed Curb on Press Protésted. 


The only diversion of a session, 
which was extremely dull, as most 
of the hour and a half that it lasted 
was taken up in reading into the rec- 
ord, in rapid Spanish, the proposals 
adopted, was a protest from Dr: 
Orestes Ferrara, Cuban Ambdssador 
to the United States, against a reso- 
lution offered by the Mexican dele- 
gation proposing action by Govern- 
ments against the conimunication. 
and publication of. what the resolu- 
tions described as ‘‘false, misleading 
or exaggerated reports.’” injurious. to 
any American country. 

Ambassador Ferrara, with dramatic 
gestures and in ringing voice,. inti- 
mated that the Mexican proposal was 
in conflict with the liberty of the 
press. He said: 

*“T wish to make of record the fact 
that Cuba in its Constitution and its 
law approves of the maximum liberty 
of the press, in the belief that all the 
evils of the press that may result 
from its liberty will be cured by that 
ry, liberty.”’

The schedule adopted calls for the 
following opening-day-. games on 
April 11: Boston at New ‘York, 
Philadelphia at Brooklyn, .Chicago 
at Cincinnati and Pittsburgh at St. 
Louis, —— od 

The two new umpires are’ Albert 
D. (Dolly) Stark ahd Sherwood Ma-: 
gee. Stark’s appointment was unof- 
ficially announced’ several weeks 
ago, but the selection of Magee 
caught baseball .followers by sur- 
prise’ Although famous: as a’ ball 
player fifteen years ago, his experi- 
ence as an umpire had been limited 
to one year, and most baseball men 
did not believe that he was ready 


such a rapid jump into the ma- 
ors. 


Magee Was Colorful Player. 


If you were a baseball fan some 
fifteen or twenty years ago, you un- 
doubtedly remember Sherwood Ma- 
gee. He broke in with the Phillies 
in 1904, beginning a picturesque ma- 
jor league career that lasted sixteen 


seasons. He was with the Phillies 
twelve years, then left them in 1915 
to serve with the Braves two years 
and with the Reds two more. He 
faded out of the picture in 1919, 
played five years in the American 
Association and transferred to the 
International League in 1925. 
Sherwood has umpired considerably 
in Southern training camps . since 
1921, but his league experience) was 
limited to one year in the New York- 
Pennsylvania League last season. J 
Magee was a powerful batter, 
exceptionally clever outfielder. and a 
rugged, —* fighter. He led 
the lenge n hitting in 1910 and was 
runner-up the next year. Always a 
colorful and conspicuous figure, he 
was a great favorite with the fans. 
In this connection’ it is interesting 
to recall that at one stage of his 
fiery career Magee assaulted an um- 
pire and was suspended for the bal- 
ance of the season, a severe sentence 
that was lifted only when injuries 
so crippled the Phils. that Magee’s 
return was considered absolutely 
necessary by the | e officials.

M. BRIAND’S reply to Herr ‘STRESE- 
MANN’S demand. for an end of th 
Rhineland occupation has the: merit 
of putting both reparations’ and 
occupation into’ a single clean-cut 
formula. The German Foreign Min- 
ister wanted to know whether

seriously or not. If not, then under 
what conceivable conditions would 
France feel secure, seeing that Ger- 
many’s. disarmament and Great 
Britain’s pledge against aggression 
on the Rhine were not enough? If 
yes, what reason is there for main- 
teining an army- of occupation on 
the Rhine? To this M. BRIAND re- 
plies that occupation has nothing to 
do with security. That, he insists, 
is amply provided for in the Locarno 
agreements. . The army on the Rhine 
is there by virtue of the Treaty of 
Versailles and its purpose is to speed 
up reparation payments. “If you 
* Germans want us out sooner than 
* 1935, you will hurry along with the 
“ commercialization of your repara- 
“ tion debt.” 

To this a German rejoinder is not 
excluded. It is possible for Herr 
STRESEMANN to argue that if Lo- 
carno did not, as expressly stated, 
supersede Versailles in the letter, i 
was intended to do so in the spirit. 
rhe spirit of Versailles is obligations 
settled first and reconciliation after. 
Locarno asserts that reconciliation 
must precede, or at least run paral- 
lel with, the meeting of obligations. 
One reason is that the settlement of 
a debt is made easier when the two 
parties wish tobe friends and to 
trust each other than* when they 
keep up hate and suspicion. Take 
the French troops out of the Rhine- 
land, Herr STRESEMANN might say, 
and see how’a much more favor- 
able state of mind will arise in Ger- 
many for a definitive settlement of 
reparations, 

That such a retort will be forth- 
coming is doubtful in view of the 
fact that M. BRIAND’s speech con- 
tained a point that will much bet- 
ter repay discussion. “This prob- 
“lem of peace. should be linked yup 
“with that of reparations, and I 
“hope that the year 1928 will not 
“close without a settlement of the 
“grave question as a. Whole.” In 
M. BRIAND’s opinion, then, the dis- 
placement of the Dawes plan—avow- 
edly a trial plan—by a permanent 
settlement is attainasle much sooner 
than even the most optimistic ob- 
servers thought possible. For ““com- 
mercialization” of the reparation 
debt must mean the definite fixa- 
tion of Germany’s. debt, which, nomi- 
nally, stands at the $33,000,000,000 
of the London Agreement, and its 
embodiment in a single issue of Ger- 
man secyrities to be offered on the 
world market. The French Foreign 
Minister recognizes. the difficulties 
that have hitherto stood in the way. 
But that: he should consider a solu- 
tion possible in less than twelve

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A MONTANA PHILOSOPHER. 

Biographies’ and histories can 
teach us very little about. politics 
compared with a politician sitting 
down with the newspaper correspon- 
dents .and unlocking his heart. In 
the light: of ‘his personal experience 
and political convictions frankly ex- 
pressed, we can see better than in 
any formal treatise on parties ard 
their principles, just how those in the 
thick of the fight regard it. Take, 
for example, the instructive com- 
ments of Mr. J. BRUCE KRAMER of 
Montana, now spending a little time 
in New York. He was a great Mc- 
Adoo man in 1924, and, in fact, was 
spoken of as the floor leader of the 
McAdoo forces iz the convention of 
that year. But he is frankness and 
simplicity itself in describing the 
nature of such political ties. They 
seem to be purely personal, and to be 
good, in the railroad phraseology, 
“ for this trip only.” Mr, KRAMER is 
no longer a supporter of Mr. Mc- 
ADoO, which is not strange, but he 
also denies that there were any posi- 
tive and lasting political doctrines 
behind the candidacy of four years 
ago, which does seem a little 
strange. It was all an individual 
matter. Those who worked for Mr. 
McADOoo ‘hoped to be able to nomi- 
nate him, but this did not mean that 
they would-this year be against any 
other candidate having different 
ideas, ; 

Thus Mr. KRAMER blandly dis- 
misses the thought that prohibition 
had anything’to do with the case. 
Mr. MCADOO was known as a loud- 
protesting. Dry, but that. should not 
for a moment prevent any of his 
supporters, from taking kindly to 
Governor SMITH or any other Demo- 
cratic Wet. If Mr. KRAMER could 
have his way, he would entirely re- 
move the liquor issue from politics. 
So he would also the question of re- 
ligious prejudice. In his case one 
sees how easy it is for politicians to 
have a mind so “open” that almost 
anything can blow through it with- 
out leaving a trace. If all of us 
could only decide to treat politics as

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AID FOR AMERICAN OPERA. 


The Juilliard Foundation shows 
signs of a new activity and enter- 
prise under the authorities that now 
direct: it. , Announcement that it. will 
send fifteen young American singers 
to Germany to study operatic art, 
and that it has made a grant of 
$5,000 to Mr. DeEMs TAYLOR. to cheer 
him in the composition of his new 
opera, shows that the foundation 
is determined to do something for 
opera, at any rate; and has the 
double purpose of encouraging the 
composition of an American work 
and of fitting American singers to 
take part in it. The decision will be 
applauded, especially by those who 
think opera the chief flower of mu- 
sical art, if not the beginning and 
end of it. There will also, no doubt, 
be discordant voices raised in com- 
ment on it, as there have been about 
nearly everything else that the Juil- 
liard Foundation has proposed or 
achieved. It is impossible to satisfy 
everybody, especially in music, more 
especially where so much money is 
involved. . 

As to the gtant to Mr. TAYLOR, 
there should be, we imagine, sub- 
stantial agreement... He has. made 
an undoubted success of his first 
opera, “ The King’s Henchman,” pro- 
duced at the Metropolitan last sea- 
son and again to be given there this 
year; and - successful. American 
operas have:been:few and far be- 
tween. He,has shown himself,to be

operatic art. We shall be reminded 


@ reproach; to which it may be 
answered that, to judge by recent 
appearances here, German singing 
has in later years improved. We 
shall be reminded again that Amer- 
icans who have appeared in Ger- 
many—sonie, not all—have returned 
to this country. with their voices 
worn and their spirits dampened by 
exactions that made of them little 
better than men and maids ofall 
work. It may, however, be conjec- 
tured that students in an opera 
school should expect to receive the 
necessary instruction and experi- 
ence, and even opportunities for 
public appearance, without all the 
drudgery that has been allotted to 
beginners in the paid ranks of oper- 
atic companies, And it’ will be 
noted that there is a thoroughness 
and a kind of .cosmopolitanism in 
the art of the best German singers 
that’ fit them for taking part in 
many styles of opera. 

Americans have made a great 
mark in the past as singers of‘opera 
and are still doing so. The Juilliard 
Foundation, in enlarging the oppor- 
tunities for them to master that art. 
is contributing something eminently 
to the advantage of American mu- 
sicianship, something quite in line 
with the founder’s intentions. The 
Metropolitan Opera House is not a 
school -for -beginners—though — it 
has on occasion’ acted’ as) if it 
were—and cannot be expected to 
give such. training as American 
singers need. to take a high place. 
But it will undoubtedly be glad in 
the future, as in the past, to give 
opportunity to the competent. . And 
there is the new American Opera 
Company, which, at present hardly 
beyond the experimental stage, may 
be able also to do something valu- 
able for: them, if the- hopes built 
upon its begirinings are realized. The 
Juilliard Foundation seems to be 
taking a wise and timely step.

burning by day and by night: for 
those whose' eyes were blinded in 
the war and who can see only 
through the special training of other 
senses. The light which it gives 
enables one-to.make chairs, another 
to do weaving, another to prepare 
Braille print for the fingers of others 
to read, another to go forward to an 
advanced degree in the universit 
and all to find thr6ugh work and 
recreation in their darkness all that 
individuals. with sight can enjoy save 
only physical vision itself. 

The house which is the dwelling 
of some and a recreation and edu- 
cational centre for many others was 
once the property of the Roman 
Church and the residence of the 
Nuncio.- It is now owned by the 
Committee of the Men Blinded in 
Battle, and even after the last. one 
of these has passed it should be 
available for giving the same sort of 
help to those who suffer a like mis- 
fortune in the ordinary battles of 
life. Americans should -continue to 
help maintain this institution, not 
only as a light that will bring vir- 
tual healing to blinded. eyes, but 
also as a memorial of those years 
when men of France and America 
faced every sort of peril together. 
It should stand also as a perpetual 
symbol of a desired cooperation in 
banishing other kinds of blindness— 
the blindness especially of which 
WILLIAM JAMES speaks in his essay 
“On a Certain Blindness in Some 
People.” It.is,worth while to quote 
his conclusion: 

It absolutely forbids us to be for- 
ward in pronouncing on the mean- 

inglessness of forms of existence 
other than our own; and it com- 
mands us to tolerate, respect and 
indulge those whom we see harr 
lessly interested. and happy in their 
own ways; however unintelligible 
these may be to us. Neither ‘the 
whole of truth nor the whole of 
good is revealed to any single ob- 
server, although each observer 
gains a partial superiority of in- 
sight from the peculiar position in 
which he stands. 

The “ Phare” in Paris deserves to 
be kept going for the sake of those 
who got a blindness of the -eyes in 
those days when nigh the whole 
world was blinded by hate or pas- 
sion of one sort or another, and also 
for the sake of those in that land 
who will continue to suffer from the 
consequences for generations. But 
it should in that very service also 
illustrate the need’ of. continuing 
effort in banishing the other sort of 
blindness or, at any rate, in increas- 
ing the percentage of vision.

Bears. for honey is proverbial.

while the wilderness 
still ‘prevailed are to be found nu- 
merous instances of bears displaying 
marked ‘ingenuity in tracking down 
hives and stealing the honey. 

From Oregon now comes the report 
that the beekeepers who have gone to 
no little trouble. to import bees. and 
to house. and tend thtm have. been 
suffering from bear raids. In fact, 
during the last season no less than 
nineteen bears were shot by bee- 
keepers in flagrante delictu. Not 
even heavy wire surrounding the 
hives has always afforded adequate 
protection. The bears have come 
during -the night and managed to 
smash the netting and eat the honey. 

This adds to the list .of animals 
with which the farmers in different 
sections have .to cope. In, the’ frri- 
gated regions the gophers are the 
worst enemies. In .the cattle and 
sheep country wolves do damage, 
and occasionally cougars .and. wild- 
cats. Elsewhere rabbits or mice 


are destructive. No wonder the va- 
rious States class. many of these 
beasts as ‘‘varmints’’ -and authorize 
and in cases actually encourage their 
destruction. —— man is de- 
termined to protect his domestic 
animals even at the cost of wild life.

To the Editor of The ‘New York ‘Times: 

THE Times editorial ‘“Endowment 
of Talent,” after referring >articu- 
larly to the endowmert of the emi- 
nent ophthalmologist, Dr. Wilmer, 
and the building of a special insti- 
tute about him, says: ‘‘But there is 
an even wider need of endowment 
at the other end ‘of the line, an‘en- 
dowment: of young men. of. high 
promise * * * ” 

The temporary endowment of young 
men of proved capacity for scientific 
research has assumed in recent years 
an extent which is probably. not 
familiar to many of your readers— 
verhaps, indeed,-not even to you. 
May I call your attention to a single 
instance of this? The National Re- 
search Council, with the financial 
assistance of the Rockefeller Founda- 
tion,. maintains three series of re- 
search fellowships open to proved 
young investigators who have already 
made their doctor’s degree (Ph.D. 
or M. D.) and who desire to devote 
one, two or three years exclusively 
to research: before assuming the 
varied responsibilities of permanent 
professional positions. One of these 
series is in the. physical, chemical 
and mathematical sciences; one in 
the biological sciences (zoology, 
botany, psychology and anthropol- 
ogy); and one in the medical sci- 
ences. Altogether about 125 fellows 
annually. hold these research fellow- 
ships, with stipends varying from 
$2,000 to $3,000, depending chiefly 
upon. domestic circumstances. A 
larger stipend than that given to un- 
married fellows is given to married 
ones, and still larger to those having 
children. We do not. want to en- 
courage celibacy or loss of inheri- 
tance of scientific talent. 

These fellowships are administered 
by three fellowship boards of out- 
standing men in the three major 
fields of science already mentioned, 
and the standards of appointment 
are high. Most of the fellows obtain 
academic or_other professional posi- 
tions at the expiration of their fel- 
lowship periods, with. continued op- 
portunity for research work. 

Other series of more or less similar 
fellowships, ‘such as’ those ‘main- 
tained by the Social Science Re- 
search Council and the Guggenheim 
Foundation,.. might _be . mentioned, 
but I have said enough: to reveal the 
fact that fairly generous provision is 
being made in this country for the 
assistance of young men of high 
promise in scientific work. 

This .provision means that we are 
increasing, by means of financial 
endowment, both our output of sound 
research and our output of trained 
scientific scholars.

That only~ through such 
knowledge can we get an adequate 
idea of the early history of our coun- 
try. He points out that much of 
this historical information has been 
lost and that unless we.move at once 
to obtain what can-be rescued, future 
generations - will justly reprove us 
with an: utter disregard -of the im-|' 
portance of a —“ history of 
our own ‘country. -

dividuals and privately endowed in- 
stitutions, both State and city insti- 
tutions, has been done. At the pres- 
ent time’ the undertakings of all 
these institutions have. come to an 
end, except those of the Museum ‘of 
the American Indian, Heye: Founda- 
tion, New York City, and of the uni- 
versity. The Council of Learned 
Societies have a limited fund’at their 
disposal for the investigation of In- 
dian languages, by means of which 
some work in this line can be accom- 
plished. 

“There is only one’way of rescuing 
the remains of: the historical infor- 
mation that: may be /obtained .from 
the Indians. - It must’ be done by the 
use of scientific methods, taking into 
consideration the bodily form, the 
languages,. the traditions, and the 
customs of the people, all of which 
are needed for the historical’ recon- 
struction. This can be accomplished 
only by a specific appropriation that 
would be needed for a period. of 
about twenty years, for the specific 
purpose of studying the pregent In- 
dian tribes. 

“It may be of interest to point out 
that the information published by the 
Bureau of Ethnology does not touch 
¥ n any of the tribes of the States 

Idaho, Eastern Washington, East- 
ern Oregon, Utah and Nevada. There 
‘s nothing relating to the tribes of 
the lower Mississippi Vall No in- 
formation is availa le on the tribes 
of the Southeast which are on the 
vérge of extinction, except. the very 
fragmentary ‘information: on. the 
Cherokee. Notwithstanding the large 
amount of work, done’in the. Sou 
west, the information on the — 
Pima and Mohave, and — 
lated tribes, is practicall ven 
the large and important ara are 
entirely ——— known. I think 
it would be fair to say that notwith- 
standing all the work that has been 
done: there-is not a single tribe in 
regard to which we have adequate 
knowledge. 

“Tt would be possible. to achieve 
this work in two ways: either by add- 
ing a-number of ethnologists the 
Bureau of Ethnology, or by coopera- 
tion with universities and museums 
where a’number of specialists could 
be found competent to carry on.this 
work. The latter method would, of 
course, be less expensive, but would 
not “yield as rapid results as the 
former. I believe that'an amount of 
$20,000 a year could be used advan- 
tageously for. carrying through this 
work, which cannot possibly extend 
over more than a limited period of 
time.’’

Says Phillips Transferred Funds.. 


Mr. Klein, who said recently that 
John. M. Phillips, alleged head of 
the Queens sewer ring, had cached 
$500,000 in Montreal, declared yester- 
day that that” transaction completed 
the transfer by Paillips of about 
$5,000,000 in cash and securities he 
had in New York safe deposit vaults 
to hiding places outside .f the State, 
according to information supplied by 
—— agents” of Alderman Har- 


There is now about $2,000,000 in 
cash in Canada and about $3,000,000 
in cash and bonds in Atlantic City,’’ 
he added. ‘‘By this transfer Phillips 
has cleaned out his vaults in the 
Corn Exchange Bank, Long Island 
City; the Bowery and East River 
National Bank, Broadway and Forty- 
first. Street,..and the Manhattan 
Storage Warehouse. 

No armored car was used to 
make this transfer, but Phillips’s 
own car driven: bv his son and oc- 
cupied mostly by Thomas ‘Doc’ Cas- 
sidy of Garden City, the putative 
owner of Phillips’s racing stable. 
Cassidy is closer to Phillips in a con- 
fidential sense than Andy Zorn or 
Pete Campbell.’’ 

Mr. Klein said that before making 
the transfer Phillips had sold about 
$2,000,000 worth of bonds through a 
‘Mr. Bowman”’ of the Bowery and 
East River National Bank. G. J. 
Baumann, a Vice President of that 
bank, said later he did not know 
Phillips or — about such a 
transaction. According to Mr. Klein, 
Phillips also sold ,000 worth of 
bonds in Atlantic City through Sena- 
tor Richards of the Bankers Trust 
Company. Mr..Klein added that the 
money and bonds taken to Montreal 
were taken to the National Surety 
Company Building there. 

‘Phillips was accompanied to At- 
lantic City last Sunday, according to 
Klein, by Zorn, ‘“‘who returned on 
Tuesday with a message for a high 
public official in Queens.’’ Klein 
said Campbell went to Atlantic: City 
on Monday and returned on Tues- 
day, and that Fréderick Curran, 
Phillips’s secretary, went there 
Wednesday and returned yesterday. 
He said that Phillips ‘was still in At- 
lantic City,.but would-return to New 
York tomorrow, as no subpoenas can 
be served on Sunday. 

According to Klein, Phillips has 
paid large fees for legal advice to ‘‘a 
well-known law firm in lower Man- 
hattan,’’ $50,000 directly and $75,000 
for a $250,000 defense fund raised by 
contractors. 

Klein declared that Phillips was 
anxious for Mr.. Connolly to resi 
so-that he, Phillips; could dictate the 
choice of .his successor in a Soecial 
election by the Queens Aldermen. 
He said Phillips favored Assembly- 
man Jere F. Ryan or Andrew Caplis, 
Transfer Tax Appraiser, as Mr. Con- 
nolly’s successor.

Mayor First Aided Dentinger Under 
Impression the. Organization Was 
the One Headed by Elihu Root. 





Mayor Walker decided to. withdraw 
as Honorary President of the Inter- 
national. Shakespeare - Association, 
Inc., yesterday after W. E. Dentin- 
ger, promoter of the organization, 
failed. to respond to the Mayor’s re- 
quest that he go to City Hall to ex- 
plain more precisely the nature of 
the association’s activities and pur- 


poses.. The Mayor was indignant 
because Mr. Dentinger, who de- 
scribes himself as a ‘doctor of 


musico-therapy,’’ an osteopath and 
Director of the Food Forum, did not 
appear. 

At’ the Mayor’s office it was said 
that if Mr. Dentinger did not with- 
draw Mayor Walker’s name from the 
letterheads of the association the 
Executive would ‘‘take action to bee 
that his name was withdrawn.’ 

At the same time Walter — 
and Mona Morgan, formerly leadin 
lady for Mr. Hampden, announce 
their resignations from the associa- 
‘tion. In a telegram to Dentinger last 
night; Mr. Hampden severed all con- 
nections with the association and 
asked that his name be removed 
‘from all publicity matter. Mr. 
Hampden held a life membership in 
the association. 

Miss Morgan, who appeared as 
Katherine: the Shrew in the Metro- 
politan Opera House benefit perform- 
ance for the Shakespeare Fund at 
Stratford-on-Avon, resigned last De- 
cember,. she admitted yesterday, ‘“‘be- 
cause of the amateurish manner in 
which the effairs of the association 
were conducted.”’ 

Instead of calling upon the Mayor 
as requested, the founder and pro- 
moter of the International Shakes- 
peare Association, Inc:, . who is 
seeking to raise $2,500,000 which he 
says will be used to bu'ld a Shakes- 
neare theatre’ on Broadway, wrote 
Mayor Walker a letter. 


Mayor Too Busy tu Read Letter. 


The Mayor was so busy all day and 
until well into the evening that he 
did not have an opportunity to read 


the letter himself, but he was in- 
formed of its ‘contents. The letter 
explained the activities of the asso- 
ciation in raising funds for the pro- 
posed Broadway theatre, and ex- 
pressed the belief that the activities 
of the association were not in<er- 
fering with the movement of the 
American Shakespeare Foundation, 
headed by Elihu Root, to raise funds 
for rebuilding and maintenance of 
the Shakespeare Memorial Theatre 
at Stratford-on-Avon. 

Mayor Walker has disclosed that 
he permitted his name to be used as 
Honorary President of the Interna- 
tional ‘Shakespeare Assaciation, Inc., 
under the misapprehension that he 
was aiding the American Shake- 
speare. Feige tag > headed by Mr. 
Root. John D. Rockefeller Jr. and 
other Americans have contributed 
large donations to that-fund. 


Told of Dentinger’s Record. 


Other things that caused the 
Mayor. to decide to sever connections 
with the International Shakespeare 
Association were records of the De- 
partment of Health, showing that 


Dentinger had been fined $150 and 
costs in Greenwich, Conn., on Oct. 
23,. 1926, for practicing medicine 
without a license, and a letter from 
Arvid E. Vdldane, D. O., Secretary 
of the Osteopathic Society of New 
York City. 

Mr. Valdane disclosed Dentinger 
was not a member of that organiza- 
tion and that the writer had not 
been able to find any record to show 
that he was a member of either the 
State. or national society, or that he 
had ever been licensed as an osteo- 
path by the Board of Regents of the 
State of New. York. 

The Health Department’s investi x 
tion of Dentinger was directed b 
S. ‘Dana Hubbard, Director o the 
Division of Investigation of Medical 
Practice, according to records made 
public at the office of Health Com- 
missioner Harris.

PRODUCER PLANS APPEAL 





Justice Asserts in Closing Talk That

Supreme Court: Justice Mitchell 
dismissed yesterday the third and 
last cause of action in the suit of 
Fortune Gallo, impresario and man- 
ager of the San Carlo Opera Com- 
pany, against Titta Ruffo, Metropoli- 
tan baritone, giving the singer a 
complete victory in the legal-operatic 
battle that had gone on for three 
days before the Court and a jury. 
The producer-was seeking to recover 
from the baritone for moneys paid

Mr. Ruffo took the stand when 
court opened at 10 o’clock, but had 
no chance to testify before the case 
ended less than three-quarters of an 
hour later. ‘When. the court con- 
vened, Frederick W. Sperling, coun- 

ae for. Mr. Ruffo, moved for a dis- 

ssal of the third cause of action, 
under which Mr. Gallo was seeking 
to recover $4,000 for two extra per- 
formances which, he alleged, Mr. 
Ruffo had forced upon him, and to 
recover $320 in expenses in connec- 
tion with these. 

Mr. Sperling had Jost a similar mo- 
tion of this on Thursday, but Justice 
Mitchell at that time had dismissed 
the first two causes of action. Yes- 
terday the attorney argued that as 
Mr. Gallo and his company had 
benefited by the two extra perform- 
ances, and had gotten them at the 
rate of $2,000 each instead of the 
$4,000 paid for every other appear- 
ance, there could be no charge of du- 
ress in the obtaining of the appear- 
ances.

ling argued, to force a man to profit 
by another's actions. :

Mr. Gallo, whose outbursts no 
enlivened the trial for the jury and 
the audience that has at all times 
filled the court room, took the ver- 
dict calmly.

Justice Mitchell in his closing re- 
marks to Mr. Vorhaus declared that 
‘despite argument, in fact in line 
with testimony produced here by the 
plaintiff, Mr. Ruffo remains the 
greatest, or at least one of the great- 
est baritones in the country.’’

On — Trip in Pennsyl- 
vania He Assails ‘Brazen Bru- 
tality’-of Coal Police. 








LAYS BLAME:ON PRODUCERS 





In‘ Telegram to Senator. Johnson 
He Tells of an Attack on 
Barracks. 





PITTSBURGH, Feb. 3 (#).—Follow- 
ing an all-day tour of the bituminous 
coal mine districts today, Represen- 
tative LaGuardia of New York 
characterized the workings of the 
Coal and Iron police as the most 
‘‘brazen brutality”’ he-had ever wit- 
nessed. He said he was here to learn 
first hand the problems of the strik- 
ing miners that he might sponsor a 
resolution for Congressional investi- 
gation if the present Senate program 
fails. 

Tonight Mr. LaGuardia sent a tel- 
egram to Senator Johnson, Cali- 
fornia, who has asked a Senate in- 
quiry of the strike, and in it he told 
the Senator what he had observed 
today. 

Mr. LaGuardia visited four mining 
towns, Bruceton, Horning, Brough- 
ton and Lick Run, interviewed union 
miners, non-union miners and others 
and saw just what the Coal and Iron 
police were doing, he stated. 

“Why, this morning,’’ the Repre- 
sentative said, ‘‘thirty-six miners 
were arrested by Coal and Iron po- 
lice, kidnapped and taken to a city 
forty miles. away, hela incomuni- 
eado from their friends and ar- 
raigned before a Justice of the Peace 
who would do the company’s bid- 
ding. I maintain that is a breach of 
constitutional right. 

“It-is my opinion that this alone 
constitutes ounds for, a Con —* 
sional investigation. The.brazen 
tality of these ‘so-called . police — 
amazing. And in addition’ to this, 
the un awful detention of- strike- 
breakers brought here.from other 
States: is sufficient ground to war- 
rant such an investigation if there 
isn’t a peonage System there. 

“It seems to me the operators are 
trying to provoke the’ unfortunate 
strikers to retaliation in-order to -jus- 
tify, perhaps, some acts of violence: 
already committed. 

‘‘This strike could be settled in one 
hour, provided the operators would 
condescend to a little decency. Sure- 
ly the cost of maintaining the Coal 
and Iron Police must.be far in ex- 
cess of the difference In wages they 
want to pay. the miners' and _ the 
Jacksonville ,wage scale of 1924,’’ he 
declared. 

Mr. LaGuardia’s telegram to Sena- 

tor Johnson said in part: 
' “The brutality of private police of 
mine owners and utter disregard of 
law is shocking and amazing. The 
poor, unhappy and miserable strike- 
breakers are veritable prisoners; 
they are not only exploited but are 
being debauched and depraved by 
their employers. 

“A crew of these strike-breakers 
crazed with hootch were armed with 
shotguns yesterday and told to shoot 
into the barracks where the families 
of the miners are living, They even 
deliberately fas into the school while 
it was in session.

It did not 
do so immediately, even in 1925, for 
the rapid fall in prices with which 
the Stock Exchange greeted the first 
news of that year’s move by the 
Federal Reserve was followed dur- 
ing the next few days by equally 
violent. recovery and then by a re- 
newed' advance which was not 
arrested until ten or twelve weeks 
later. On the present occasion, 
speculation for the rise by the gen- 
eral public has been far more obsti- 
nate, and the »articipants in the 
speculation have thus far refused to 
abandon the field, even in the face 
of news which would ordinarily have 
upset the market. That would ordi- 
narily mean a proportionately more 
vulnerable position, if anything were 
to go seriously amiss.

However, most of the larger 
dealers have not cut prices and do 
not intend to do so as long as the 
present’ scarcity of new issues exists. 

Yesterday one or two major selling 
orders were in the market, repre- 
senting liquidation of holdings ac- 
cumulated at lower prices. As a re- 
sult, most of the bonds contained in 
these orders were offered at a shade 
below the market and met a ready 
response from individual investors 

from dealers. The dealers hav- 
ing this business in hand _ reported 
that most of these bonds had been 
disposed of quickly. 

If anything, the. raising of the re- 
discount rate by the New York Fed- 
eral Reserve Bank may have the ef- 
fect of stirring up a little action in 
the municipal bond market. Dealers 
appear more anxious to do business 
now than at the beginning of Janu- 
uary, when the market had just 
emerged from a period of brisk

Chesapeake & Ohio for the year’ 1927 ¢ ies a unique position among the I 
systems in the United States in that it shows the largest per share earnings, and it 
one ofthe four or five of the large systems whore Net Revenue from Railway Operations, 

vie⸗ yt 447,000, shows an increase over 1926, to-wit: $237,000. if 
Pntiire in cones wie de blow ay toc Hille Seicabeie ia Uiaceadials ia 
ise compares with the record-breaking year 1926 when there was an unprecedented - 
demand for coal caused by the British coal strike. Its total freight earnings for 1927 — 
showed a decrease of only $207, 000. 

' For the year 1927 C. & O.’s Surplus after charges was $28,479,000, a decrease as” 

- compared with 1926 of $688,000, while Norfolk & Western’s (a smaller system) Surplus. - 
after charges showed a decrease of $6,153,000. 

Had Chesapeake & Ohio’s directors refrained from investing $22,538,391 in Erie’s 
shares, and this sum invested at 6% (which would be an easy task for the C: 
it has many improvements to make, all of which would net from 15% to “140% per 
annum according to official estimates) there would have been a saving of 
$1,000,000, and this $1,000,000 added to its net’ income for the year 1927 would have 
shown about $300,000 in excess of net income for 1926. 

‘In seeking approval of the I. C. C. to issue $59,502,400 additional stock, the Cc. &0O.. 
management estimates they could spend in additions and betterments $23,838,886, and 
by reason of these expenditures a saving of $5,414,808 could be effected, or 24. 9% per 
annum. (See Exhibit 12% 122, Page 16, Finance Docket 6113; 1.C.C.) This is i 
alent to $4.62 per share on $117,000,000 common stock outstanding. This added to the 
amount earned would be equal to $30. 85 per share for the year 1927 on its common 
stock. While the $22,538,391 investment in Erie has been non-productive, the road, ex- 
clusive of its anthracite coal properties, having failed to earn its fixed charges for 1927. . 

The surplus of $28,479,000 does not include its equity in Hocking Valley’s.undistrib- -· 
uted net income, which is approximately $2,250,000, plus the $1,000,000 that could have 
been saved as shown in previous paragraph, making total surplus earnings applicable to. 
stock of $31,729,000, and after deducting 614% dividend on its $1,943,000 Preferred Stock « 
outstanding, there would be left for the Common stock the sum of $31,602,000, or $27.01 . 
on its $117,000,000 stock outstanding. 

_ Striking as is this showing, it does not reveal all of the facts, in that Chesapeake 
charged to maintenance of way and maintenance of equipment the sum of $12,098,000 
during the year 1926 in excess of the amount charged by Norfolk & Western for the 
same purpose, and for the year 1927 Chesapeake charged $12, 051,000 on Maintenance 
accounts in excess of that charged by Norfolk & Western for like purpose. For the two 
years, therefore, Chesapeake & Ohio charged maintenance of way and main- 
tenance of equipment with $24,149,000 more than Norfolk & Western charged 
on maintenance accounts, or an average of more than $1,000,000 per month, 
—— the physical condition of Norfolk & Western, in our opinion, is hard to 

ea 

During the year 1926 Norfolk & Western showed $25.75 per share earned on its 
Common stock while Chesapeake showed $24.64: 

For the year 1927 Chesapeake will show $24.23, plus its equity in Hocking” 
Valley’s undistributed net income, or say 2% additional, making total 
equivalent to $26.23, against $21.23 shown by Norfolk & Western for 1927. 

This actual showing i in net income of $28,479,000 by Chesapeake for the year 1927 
is in excess of the estimate made by President Harahan before the Interstate Commerce 
Commission in the latter part of June, 1927, when he forecasted the net income for the 
year to be $25,785,172, a decrease as compared with the actual showing of $2,694,070. 

In June 1927, Mr. Harahan also submitted an exhibit to the Commission forecasting 
net income for the Erie for the year 1927 to be $10,378,754 applicable to dividends on its 
stocks. The amount earned by Erie for the year 1927 was $2,042,000, a decrease as 
compared with his estimate of $8,336,754. 

Since Erie received about $4,000,000 from its coal properties during the year 1927, 
and including this amount, only showed $3,512,650 net income before sinking fund re- 
quirements, it can readily be seen that in the operation of its rail lines, Erie showed a 
deficit of $487,350; therefore, in this connection, Erie failed to earn anything on its com- 
mon stock and also failed to earn anything on its $64,000,000 Preferred stocks; did not 
earn its sinking and reserve fund requirements as estimated by Mr. Harahan last June 
to be $1,470,000 for the year 1927, and even failed to earn its fixed charges (interest 
on bonds, etc.) by $487,350. Is our road being asked to buy anthracite coal mines, 
ora steam railroad? Does not this showing tend, in a measure, to convince the student 
of finance why those in control of Chesapeake & Ohio are trying to unload their Erie 
Common stock on the C. & O. at $34.50 per share when it is quoted in the open market 
at above $60 per share? 

It is hard to explain why Mr, Harahan shoud have been. so conservative as to the 
future of the C. & O. during the last three years, when it has proven itself in 1927 to be 
the outstanding railroad in the United States among the large systems in earnings per 
share on its common stock, and at the same time (June 1927) having been so optimistic 
over the future of the Erie, which is waterlogged with bonds and stocks, being sur-

passed only by the New Haven in bonds and stocks per mile of road operated, and an 
inventory of its equipment submitted to the Interstate Commerce Commission showed 
that its equipment is perhaps more antiquated than that of any railroad in the United 
States, and its treasury position was depleted until May 1927, when bonds were sold, 
several months after the directors of the C. & O. had invested $22,538,391 of cash in 
Erie stocks—nearly all common. And during the last seven years Erie has shown a 
deficit of $6,876,000, or an average of $982,000 per annum, from the operation of its 
rail lines. 

It should be reassuring to Chesapeake stockholders to see their road leading all 
other large roads in earnings per share for the year 1927 in spite of the pessimistic fore- 
casts that have been made during the last three years. Why this showing? In pgrt, 
because it has natural advantages surpassing those possessed by the other soft coal car- 
riers, in that it has a superior quality of coal along its lines, and it has better grades 
than its competitors, as evidenced by the fact that the C. & O. carried 1,000 tons one 
mile on 113 pounds of coal in 1926, while Norfolk & Western had to use 159 pounds of 
coal to carry 1,000 tons one mile during that year. To express this in percentage, it 
required 40 per cent. more coal for Norfolk &-Western to handle its freight than it did 
Chesapeake in 1926.

in the House today by Representa- 
tive Celler of New York. 

Under the existing law, American 
naturalization is limited to ‘‘free 
white persons, aliens of African 
nativity, and to persons of African 
descent.’’ As interpreted by execu- 
tive authorities. and the _ courts, 
Hindus do not fall within the defini- 


on, 

The Celler bill, which also has been 
offered in the Senate by Senator 
Copeland, Democrat, of New York, 
specifically enumerates the countries 
whose nationals shall be classified as 
‘white’ for the purpose of admis- 
sion and naturalization. 

It provides that a person shall be 
deemed ‘‘white’’ if he belongs to one 
of the following peoples: 

Scandinavian (Danish, Norwegian, 
Swedish), German, Dutch, English,

COMMITTEE APPROVES

Says He Has No Personal Enmity 
for Cosgrave — Tells of Plan to 
Found Newspaper in Ireland. 





Eamon de Valera, Irish Republican 
leader, ‘in an interview, at the. Wal- 
dorf. yesterday,’ characterized as 
“ridiculous” the*stateménts of Presi- 
dent William T. Cosgrave of * the 
Free State,to.the effect that Ireland 
had_ achieved. its freedom, and ‘as- 
serted that ‘‘as long as Ireland is not 
free” there will always be Irish 
groups willing to take any risk nec- 


dence. 

“As our — are —— if 
said Mr. de Valera, “‘they never will 
stand for laws-imposed from the out- 
side. That the Irish people have 
taken: the treaty because they could 
not do anything better for the mo- 
ment is a matter ‘of ‘difference of 
opinion.. I have disagreed. when peo- 
ple say this is the: best we can do. 
I think that some day ‘Ireland will 
be a republic. We will come to. it 
as fast as we are able to achieve it. 


“The majority of people in Ire- je 


land,’’ he continued, ‘‘want com- 
plete independence. Taking Ireland 
as a whole, if we had a free vote to- 
morrow; if the threat of war were 
removed and the.vote put to the peo- 
ple it would. be. two to qne in favor 
of independence: -That was proved 
in. the genera} election of 1918. I 
am sure that the friends of the Irish 
people in America want Ireland to 
ve the independence it desires.” 

Mr. de ‘Valera was asked about a 
Dublin dispatch to The Daily Ex- 
press indicating that he might be.in- 
vited to join. the Irish Free State 
Ministry-on.. his. return from this 
country.-: He replied that no one 
would take that seriously. 

He dwelt for some time on the tax 
system in Ireland and declared that 
the present taxation was far beyond 
the capacity of the Irish people. He 
said. his party. would ‘‘certainly’’ 
make a fight for reduction of taxes, 
especially of taxes not definitely for 
productive:and social purposes. The 
cost of administration, he said, was 

“unduly heavy,’ and the salaries of 


high officials” ‘‘much too high.’’. He 


explained that he was talking with 
reference to the ability of the people 
to pay taxes, 

Mr. de Valera'said there was ‘‘no 


personal enmity between us,’’ when 


asked about his feeling for Presi- 
dent Cosgrave. ‘It has simply been 
a guestion since 1921 of our views 
as to what-is the right thing to do 
I-am not going to dis- 


The object of his visit, he said, 
was to make inquiries into financial 
and business organizations and to 
interest a number of friends in the 
foundation of an Irish daily news- 
paper in which ‘efforts, he said, he 
had been ‘‘fairly successful.’” He 
explained that the newspaper would 
be a joint stock enterprise and that 
about $1,250,000 would be needed to 
finance it. A section of the paper 
would be devoted to the Irish lan- 
guage and matters of policy would 
be under his direction. 

“You can: judge for yourself,’”’ he 
said, ‘‘whether the Irish people un- 
derstand our side.’’ 

Mr. de Valera expects to sail next 
week to be present at the reassembly 
of the Dail Eireann.
